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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's remarks examiner 
acknowledges both the features brought up by applicant in the telephone intervewi after the advisory action and the arguments currently 
presented by applicant. Examiner points out to pages 3- 4 of applicant's remarks wherein applicant recites "the integration/ selection 
circuit is part of the blending circuit that performs antialiasing" and "the intergartion/ selection circuit does not handle any of the data 
associated with the fiani antialiased image". 

Examiner points out to the col. 5 lines 65- 67 through column 6 line 1- 2 and column 7 lines 38- 40 wherein subppixel masking for 
antialiasing is taught, said masks (broadly correspnding to overwriting) are later used in blending which make subpixel based antialiasing 
feasible. Antialiasing also inherently involves overwriting lack of which would render no image as an antialiased image. As per teachings 
of Naoi the final image is antialiased which is made clear from said portions recited above. 
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
